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DETAILED ACTION 



Withdrawn Rejections 



1 . The 35 U.S. C. 102 rejection of claims 8, 9 and 1 1 as anticipated by Stoffel of record in 
Paper #15, Page 2, Paragraph #2 has been withdrawn due to the Applicant's amendment in Paper 
#16. 

2. The 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claim 10 over Stoffel of record in Paper #15, Page 3, 
Paragraph #4 has been withdrawn due to the Applicant's amendment in Paper #16. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



4. Claims 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gabrielian et al. 
(5,936,704). 



Gabrielian et al. discloses a writing on a transparent plastic member having a smooth 
front side surface that lacks protrusions or depressions and from which the writing is to be 
viewed and a rear side surface opposite the front side surface, wherein the writing is formed from 
an array of protrusions disposed on the rear surface (see col. 3, lines 38-44) and wherein the 
protrusions are arranged to form a visually communicative message (see col. 3, lines 27-30), and 
wherein the protrusions are formed from the same material as the transparent plastic member 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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(see col. 1, lines 43-45 and col. 4, lines 5-54) . Regarding claim 9, the writing is visible to a 
viewer viewing the front surface of the plastic member (see col. 3, lines 55-65). Regarding claim 
10, note the protrusions have the shape of half spheres (Fig. 3 A, #21; also see col. 3, lines 27- 
30). Regarding claim 11, note the communicative message is comprised of instructional 
information (see col. 3, lines 27-30 and lines 55-65). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-11 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
